'I'hun lu! inado 11 tour of tho country 
Hf (.'iijoyod good health, ato modrrali- 
ly, ami drank nothing but wntor ; waa a, 
lutchigont and wi'll-iuformtjd miin, ai.J, 
wondi'r of wonders, pobsessed a beauti- 
ful, clear and melodious tunor voice. 

In June, 1809, Lambert was weiglied. 
He tipped the beam at 739 pounds. IIi- 
meiisuro around tho body was three 
yards four inches, and ho was one yiinl 
four inches around the leg. Each .sun 
of hi.s clothes cost 3100. Seven ordinary ■ 
bizod men wer^' repeatedly button^-,, 
under his \vii,':U.-.uit without straining n 
butt.ii,. Ilr .i.ed on June 20, 1809. Hi^ 
cofliu wii.s .siA teot four inches long, four 
fe«!t fom* inches ^\-ide and two feet four 
inchefl deep. It took 112 supei^cial 
feet of plauk to make it. Its form wa.s 
that of a square packing-case. It -wus 
built on two asletrees and four wheels. 
The wall of tho room in which he died 
(for he had long been incapable of walk- 
ing upstairs) was tuken away, and ho wa^ 
thus hauled to the grave. Twenty men 
worked half an hour getting the eoitissal 
corpse into its last roatiug-plaee by slui- 
iug it do^vn an inclined plane. Laiuliort'a 
fatal disease was drops}-. 

Another monster wus Edward Unght, 
a miller of Maiden, who died on Nov. 
10, 1750, at the ago of 30. He wa.s 
on active man to within a cuaxilo of 
years of his death, when his corpulency 
weighed him down and made life a mis- 
ery to hinL At lii.s demise he weighed 
616 pounds. When liu was 12 years 
old BrigJil li.ul w eighed pounds. 

James MansUeld, a butcher, died at 
Dibden, in I'lssex, on Nov. 9, 1862, in 
his 82d year. Tlmiigh not above the 
ordinary height, bo mcn.sured nine feet 
around, and weighed ^162 pounds. When 
sitting in his choir, made expressly for 
his use, his abduineu covered hifl kues, 
and hung down idmosl to the ground. 
Ho coiUd only he on his side, and his 
head had to be bolstered m a certain 
way to prevent siiO'ocatiou. 

The famous 1 ri.sh giant was bom in 
lunsale in 1760. Uis real name was Pat- 
rick Cotter, and ho originally laboroLi ils a 
bricklayer. He was eight feet seven and 
ouo-half incheBhighii' Jioageof 18, when 
he ceased showing. He died on Hept. 
8, 1800, at tho Hot Wells. Bristol. Ho 
had a horror of body-snat( hers, 50 his 
graye was made twelve feet deep in solid 
rock. His coffin, of lead, was nine feet 
two inches long, and lliree feet across 
the shoulders. No hearse could be pro- 
cured long enough to hold the ootUn ; 
it took fourteen men to carry it, and 
iuul to be lowered into the grave with 
pulleys. 

Milo, of Crotona, a famous Greek ath- 
lete, is. .said to have run a mile with a 
i-year-old ox upon his shoidders, and 
afterward killed the animal with one 
blow of his fist, and ato the entire car- 
cass in one day. Ho great was his mus- 
cular power that he would bind a cord 
around his head and break it by tho 
Bwclhng pressure of the veins. An or- 
dinary meal for Milo was twenty pounds 
of meat, as luuoh bread, and fifteen 
pints of wine. 

The Roman Emperor Maxirainus was 
upward of eight, feet in height, and, 
like Mdo, could squeeze to powder the 
hardest stone with his lingers, and break 
tho leg of a liorjo by a kick. His wifo's 
bracelet served him as a ring, and his 
everyd.iv repa.st was sixty jiounds of 
meat and an amphora of wine. 

The famous ycanderbei-g, King of Al- 
bania, who was born in 1414, was a man 
of great stature, and his feats at sword 
exercise have never been equaled. On 
one occasion, with hiscimeter, he struck 
his aiitagouist such a blow that its force 
cleaved him to the waist. Ho is said to 
hava cloven in two men who were clad 
in armor from head to foot Maurice, 
Count of Saxony, tho hero of Fontonoy, 
inherited the 'physical vigor of bis 
father, and was especially noted for the 
surprising muscular power of lus hands. 
On one occasion, needing a cork-screw, 
he twisted a large iron nail rotmd into 
the required shape with hia flnRors. 
Another time, when stopping at a black- 
amith shop to have his horse shod, he 
picked up a number of horso-shoea, and, 
with his hands, snapped them in two as 
leadUy as if made of gloss, mucli to the 
diflgust of tho smith.

Ho picks up a piece of sorap-ixon in the 
street, and fh-st he wonders for an hour 
what it has been used for, and then ho 
speculates for sixty minutes concerning 
some possible use to which he may tiUTi 
it You step into the postoilice to mail 
a letter; ho follows you, wondering what 
you are going for; you buy a stamp, ho 
cotmts the change and estimates tho 
cost; yon lick it, he Ls amazed at tho 
process; you .slide tho letter into tho 
box, ho catches a last glimpse of tho 
vignette on tho stamp, notices a man's 
head with attachment of pig-taU, and he 
goes out and sits down on the extreme 
edge of tho sidewalk and stares at noth- 
ing, while he wonders if that man wils 
Confucius. 

Like the proverbial coimtry boy who 
has never loft his homo, the Chinaman 
is gawky and ungraceful in tho extreme; 
but never was there a book agent, oii<> 
of that class cf men who travel so inuch, 
that had more cool audacity th.iii he. 
His jocoso familiarity is more than au- 
dacious at times — it is insolent. 

These men are certainly of the lowest 
and most ignorant grade at home, and 
yet there are few laundry workers of 
other nationalities — Irish, (lernian, or 
ooloi-fxl — wliioh can handle; the pen as 
eo-sily as they wield a brush. Take 
yourweok's linen to mio of these honses, 
and immediately - one of ttio iuraatc s 
seats himself at a desk, dips the hrn.-ih 
into the moistened surface of a eako of 
ink, and with many a dash and artistic 
stroke, every one of whose curves Ls a 
line of beauty, he malies oiit a memor- 
andmn of the articles consigned to his 
cam. These washing-lists, looking so 
like tho labels on our packages of lire- 
crftckers, are greatly in demand, and are 
carried away lus souvenirs of travel iu 
Chinatown. Absent fathers send them 
homo to their children ; humorous stu- 
dents on snnimer vacation eonsii.ai them 
to their old professors, calling them lost 
manuscripts of great lU'chicologieal 
worth ; and once there was an injudi- 
cious lover who sent one liiuue to li;s 
sweetheart. 

It was in this way. Ho wxs a practi- 
cal joker, and, having one of these laun- 
ili-y documents in his possession, he 
thought ho woidd have some fun. So 
he sprinkled the dedicate paper with 
Bweet essences and addressed it to his 
heart's own. With it he dispatched a 
letter, in which he said that the inclosed 
was a Cliineso madrigal, written at his 
instigation expressly for her by one ut 
tho greatest of China's poets, and, fur- 
ther, that it was to bo read to slow nin-ie 
from the gentle tomtom, with an occa- 
sional passionato outburst from the 
gong.

Some of tUe Pecntlartttes ot lite Bl^ 
Inland Sea* 

One of the wonders of Utah is that ol 
the Great Salt lake. At present it occu- 
Xjies a space equal to 3,000 square nulea. 
The greatest length is ninety-three milea, 
while tho greatest width ia forty-three. 
Several lai-ge islands liso to great heights 
above the surface, the largest of wEioh 
is over thirty miles long, and in tho wid- 
est place about twelve miles across, and 
it is mountauious iu its character, with 
streams of water, forced by spruigs and 
diaiuago, flowing tluough tho rannea 
and canons. On this Lsland, which is 
called by the name of Antelope or Ohuruli 
island, ranchmen have mised herds ol 
horses, cattle and sheep npon the rich 
land found there. 

The other islands, of wluoh there are 
several, aro small, and inhabite<l by 
loons and sea-gidls. The tlow of water 
into the lake from the rivers of Bear, 
Wi'ber and Jordon, and of numeroufi 
streams, from actual nieasiireniont, is 
o\er G,t)00 cubic feet per minut-o — 11 
quantity sufiicieiit to cover the lake in 
one year to a depth of torty inches. But 
the evajHiration i.s .so great in this cU- 
mate that this great iutlux la overcome, 
and the lake ronmiuB muck tho some in 
height from year to year. In the spring 
the water is some indies higher than at 
any other per.od, 

Tho greatest depth of water futhomwl 
is sixty feot While the waters of the 
sea contain about 2 per cent salt, that 
i.t tho Great Bait lake contaiiLS aliout 22 
per cont, or about one-tifth tho bulk. 
During the summer .'Reason the lake wa- 
ter becdines warm, and m-ikes an agree- 
able and invigorating liath, which is 
t.iken advantage uf by t bou.sands, not only 
as a source of enjoyment, but for tlio 
cure of chronic and otlier disoa.ies, for 
which it has proved very elTicacious, At 
Lake Point, iilack Rock and Lake Shore 
ample provi.sion ' has been made for the 
acconunodatioii and comfort of bathers, 
aiul iluring tlie iiiist seasim, which was a 
very short one, lully ;l(.i,0(.K) baths were 
taken. A steamboat made excursions 
diinug the summer for the iiccomm(Kla- 
tion of iJartie.s, who enji>y the grand lalie 
scenery, dancing and otiior arausement.s 
m the cabin of the largo steamer. O.ie 
great source of Wealth eonios from the 
uuuienso deposit of white crystallized 
salt that deposits on tho sliores and i« 
scooped up and sent off for u^e in the 
silver mills of Idalio, Montana, Nevada 
and Colorado. ITie pust year lully 10,- 
UOO tons of salt have been gathered from 
the lake uud hhipped for ilsc. Citizens 
of Ctali iLse this salt for domestic pur- 
poses, while cabmuts of mineral are in- 
ci imuleto without a sample of the beauii 
fill .'-alt crystalhzod uu some shrub which 
found Its w.iy uito tho waters of the 
briny inland sea. Diuiug storms waves 
ribc so lugh that it is eaceedrngly dau- 
gerouB for boats to be out from safe 
hai-bor.

THE FISHERY PA YMENT. 



The result of intt^rnutional dispute is 
always ditliculi to foros'ee. But |)robal)ly 
no one expected that Great Britain 
. . jt.ou^.jP^ ^15,000 sterling,' to tbe 
American fihhennen who transgressed 

the laws of Newfoundland at Fortune 

Bay. Lord SaLISBUUV had repudiated 
tbe claim of the ;lraericans, Tlio New- 
foundland Governiuent had shown that 
it was ill founded. And all the facts 
> v-andtbe law.seRiued to ' be^:again§t the 
■■""^"■justice of it. , But the. wEqle' claim for 
damages has been paid by a governmpnt 
wliich in its dispatch of October, 18S0, 
■ ' hud repudiated the grounds on wliich 
damages wore laid. Lord Or.vn'villk's 
letter to Minister Lowell pointed out 
the fact that the claim for damages was 
based on the alleged disturban.- ; of tht> 
Americans in a fishing to whii-h iliry 
Lad no right under the treaty of \Vm,Ii- 
ington. He also declined to ayiei? to 
the proposition that tbe American fi.sh- 
erraan had a rijjbt to u.se the fishing 
ground free from the cout'rol of local' 
laws and regulations. He ndmiitod, 
however, that the violence of tho N'ew- 
foundland fishermen was wrong, and 
if substantial damage resulted from it 
damages would bo paid. By a very lib- 
eral interpretation of this ailmi.ssion it 
has been concluded to pay tbe domaiid.s 
of the Americans. The sum would bo 
sufficient, the Toronto Mail thinks, to 
purchase the whole fleet that was in- 
terrupted, and to fit them out for half 
a dozen voyages.

The attitude 
of Great Britain on tho fishery question 
must inevitably aO'ect the fortunes of 
Canada at tho next negotiation con- 
cerning the use of our fishery grounds, 
\ye had thought that we had taught 
the British authorities the merit of 
firmness; but it is pcssible that we may 
have, as a nation, to yo over the les.son 
again. Me.mtiino it is interesting to 
learn that arrangements are to be made 
to prevent misunderstanding in future. 
We have, however, no faith in such ar- 
rangements. They have been made, 
but the American fishermen and officials 
have never been able to understand 
them.

The Salvation Army. 

The Salvution Army has withdrawn 
its forces from the American continent, 
but its soldiers are fighting vigorously 
in England and Wales. The army is 
one of the moat curious religious 
movements of the day. Its object is 
to sing people into conversion, to 
Boycott them into receiving religion. 
With the lower classes the armv carries 
on a very lively, niiii it would appear 
successful work, but among those who 
are moved by reasoning and not by ox- 
citimient the exhortations of the sal 
vaiionists arc in vain. A short time 
ago half a dozen persons connected witii 
the army entered n mil way car wherein 
sat an unprotected man. They imnie- 
diate!}- coiniiienred to sing at him, and 
fontinued to shout, notwithstanding 
his reinoiisi ranees, until ho reached his 
journey's end. At one stage of the pro 
cecdingB the unhappy man expressed 
liiinsf'lf ratlici- strongly to his tcirinen- 
lors, but this, instead of mitigating his 
woe, call'.'d forth a song, to the tune 
of ".So early in the morning," the chorus 
of which ran thus : — 

" Oh !be is going to the devil, 

Ob I he Is going tu the devil, 

oh ! ho Is going to the devil 

As fast as ever he con," 

Prosccutio a and persecutions do not 
friglui.'U the army. A shower of brick- 
bats from the wicked is regarded as a 
luxury rather than an evil. The army 

has a |iaper printed in its interests, 
called theiriir Cry. It is a strange 
publication, containing news from all 
the camps in the kinptlom. In the 
last issue the captain of tho army in 
Aberdeen writes : — "Aberdeen for 
Jesus in spite of satanic opposition ; 
forty-nine souls this week." At Acer- 
ington "forty-two souls deserted from 
the service of the devil. ' From Whit- 
church the report is : "Wo have had 
York.-shire Harry, the converted burg- 
lar, with us ; ten from the enemy's 
ranks were killed and made aliveagain " 
Another captain reports from a place 
in "Wales : "We hud Mr. Carrv with 
us from CardifT. He spoke, and 
gave us a sovereing for gas bill. 
Hallelujah.'" The captain at Jarro"--- 
on Tyne announces a "Hallelujah ■ > 
in which everybody seemed saved; prorii 
on the tea X5. Praise God for tho te.i" 
About these reports there is a strnnge 
mixture of the w-orldly with tho sac- 
red; but the army cannot be exjiectcd 
to continue its struggle unless supplied 
with the sinews of war. 



A No'w Phase of tho Oath Sifllculty, 

A n extraordinary incident occurred 
at an inquest held at Bardsley, near 
Ashtoii-under Lyiif, before Mr. Price; 
coroner. Amongst the jurymen was a 
fanner named James Kirk, and on the 
book being presented to him to take 
theoath, ho asked what it was. The 
Coroner: It is the Testament. Kirk :

Kirk ; No. I wish 
to make an "affirmation." The Coro- 
ner: On what ground ? Kirk: Be- 
cause I don't know what there is in the 
book. The Coroner : I ahall discharge 
you from the jury, as I consider you a 
disgnice to the community. Kirk : 
You can consider what you like. The 
man left the room, and the inquiry pro- 
ceeded. 

The public expenditure of the Im- 
perial government has increased by

Tho Carlylo Memoirs. 

The bittcrno.';s of feeling tov,-ard tho 
memory of Carlyle since the publication 
of his "Reminiscences" continues una- 
bated in Great Britain. C. Kegan- Paul, 
tho publisher, author of a paper in a 
city periodical on George Eliot, has re- 
cently sent to a London weekly a com- 
munication about the Irvings. Ho de- 
fends the wife of Edward Irving and 
her family, the Martins, of Kirenldy, 
from the assaults of the inconoclast, 
which he considers brutally unjust. 
Paul says that years ago ho reviewed 
in Fraser ilr.s. Oliphanc's "Life of Ed- 
ward Irving," at the request of Martin 
Irving, only surviving child of tht; 
preacher, and now living in Australia. 
He corrected several grave errors con- 
cerning Mrs. Irving, into which Mrs. 
Oliphant had been unwittingly led by 
the Carlyles. He was wholly unpre- 
pared, however, for what he calls tho 
malevolence, the wanton misstatement, 
and tho cruelty of much of the "Re- 
miniscences." He quotes a letter from 
Annie Martin, tho sole surviving daugh- 
ter of the family, in which she says : 
"The way he (Carlylo) speaks of my 
dear mother is utterly atrocious." She 
also bears testimony to the noble char- 
acter and filial devotion of her sister 
Isabella, afterward Mrs. Irving. 
Paul disproves various assertions 
made by Carlyle, and adds that Isa- 
bella was, despite his fancy for 
Miss Welsh, the object of Irving's 
tlenpest devotion. He convicts Carlyle 
of something very like ingratitude tow 
ard the Irvings, and says that his abuso 
of the estimable Mrs. Irving was the 
result of cynical prejudice and positive 
malice. Ho deeply regrets that Froude 
should have given the "Reminiscences" 
to tho public without liberal and rigor- 
ous ex[)nrgatioii. Froude acted, iio 
savs, as one would act who, sitting bv 
a fevered [latient .s bedside, should hear 
delirious ravings and jiublish shameful 
utterances to all the world. When 
Carlyle, he adds, wrote iiuich of the 
w-ork, he was not truly himself, and 
only a revelation of his true self should j 
have been allowed to se e .light. I
